4 *. un a discussion about ferment In Ukraine and the arreeto of Ukrainian 
intellectuals, ovciuk gave answers which were rather symphutetic towards 
the a r rested. intellectuals* he connected that tile arrests ware illegal and 
were buu i-olicy, Butiuk on the other hand took, an ugresive stand towards 
Source and beiltteled the arrests of Soviet Ukrainian intolloctuala. JJatiuk 
aid not like the tone of the discussion and wanted, to leave as soon as possible. 
When Source mentioned tho works which havo been published In the Wool, end 
asked Ovciuk if ho had read any of them, Ovciuk rei^licd that he did road 
excerpts from bsyuba in the U.S, Batiuk paid attention to this and added 
that he had road "Kryk z Hohyiy" and said that all the poems in it wore 
written by iiykola Kholodny, although the editors did not publish this 
fact. Batiuk said that Xholodny had taken those same poems tc be published 
in Kiev, but they were rejected by the editors.
